CONSULTANTS,  STUDIES  AMD  ANALYSES  AND  MANAGEMENT  SUPPORT  CONTRACTS 


1.  The  uae  of  management  support  contracts  is  required  in  support  of  the  AN/TPQ-36  Mortar 
Locating  Radar  and  the  AN-TPQ-37  Artillery  Locating  Radar  System*.  Support  services  are 
essential  to  adequately  prepare  for  and  conduct  major  programs  and  testing  milestones. 

• 

2.  Failure  to  contract  for  these  services  could  result  in  overall  testing  and  program 
slippages  and/or  inadequate  preparation  for  scheduled  program  milestones.  Such  eventualities 
would  be  costly  and  would  lead  to  adverse  consequences  in  terms  of  achieving  program 
objectives. 

3.  The  possibility  of  conducting  the  effort  in-house  was  assessed  and  rejected  due  to  the 
sporadic  nature  of  the  planned  effort  and  the  lack  of  experienced  and  adequately  skilled 
personnel  available  to  the  Program  Manager's  Office.  The  proposed  contracts  will  require 
specific  tasks  to  be  accomplished  on  a  quick  reaction  basis  as  the  need  arises.  The  dynamic 
nature  of  a  project  managed  item,  with  unforeseen  and  changing  requirements  surfacing  periodi¬ 
cally,  requires  that  support  outside  the  project  office's  staff  be  provided  on  a  quick  turn 
around  basis.  Zt  has  been  determined  that  the  most  efficient  and  cost  effective  method  of 
obtaining  such  support  is  through  commercial  contracts.
